Nationality 
Law Ruling 
Before Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court agreed today to 
rule on constitutionality of a 
section of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Law that strips 
naturalized Americans of citi- 
zenship if they return to their 
country of origin and remain 
three years. 


The ruling was asked by Mrs. 


Angelika 
L. 
S c h n e i d e r , 


who was born in Bavaria, Ger- 
many, in 1934. In 1950 she be- 
came a naturalized American 
and four years later sha was 
graduated from Smith College 
with a bachelor of arts degree. 


In 1956 she returned to Ger- 


many to marry Dieter Schnei- 
der, a lawyer in Cologne. Three 
years later the American Con- 
sulate in Dusseldorf asked her 
to surrender her naturalization 
certificate. She did so under 
protest, then had attorneys be- 
gin action in lower federal 
courts. 


Mrs. Schneider contended the 


nationality law section violates 
the Constitution by imposing 
cruel and unusual punishment. 
A s p e c i a l three-judge dis- 
trict court here ruled against 
her by vote of 2-1. The majori- 
ty said the challenged section 
represented a constitutional ex- 
ercise by Congress of its power 
to regulate foreign affairs. 


Today's Supreme Court ses- 


sion was brief, and was unusual 
in that only six justices were on 
the bench. By court rules, six 
is a quorum. 


Justices Tom Clark and Wil- 


liam O. Douglas were reported 
to be out of town. Aides said 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 
the other absent member, had 
been delayed down town on 
a personal matter.

Orwell's "Animal Farm," a bit- 
ter allegory on totalitarianism, 
has been banned from Ghana's 
secondary schools by govern- 
ment decree.

well's fictional regime of the 
pigs and that of President 
Kwame Nkrumah and his Con- 
vention People's party. Ghana's 
press is censored and controlled. 


In private, civil servants and 


the professional classes express 
mounting dissatisfaction 
with 


Nkrumah and his government. 
Students at Ghana's two univer- 
sities are in the vanguard of 
these demanding greater free- 
dom of expression. 


"Whisper a word of criticism 


in the wrong place and you're 
cut of a job," complained one 
senior ministry official. 


Nkrumah's Ghana

with trappings markedly sim-

Speaker John W. McCormack, in 
the role of funeral director, has 
just released the 1963 obituary 
notice on President Kennedy's 
program of medical care for .the 
aged. It was an anticlimax.

Nobody who \yatch- 
es Congress and the politicians 
could have figured the program 
had a chance from the time 
Kennedy offered it once again 
last February. 


He made no real fight for it, 


at least publicly. But he didn't 
make much of a fight for it pub- 
licly last year, either. 


And in Congress, which killed 


I he program in 1962, there was 
astonishingly little fuss about it 
this year although Democrats 
overwhelmingly outnumber Re- 
publicans and Democrats had 
promised medical care in their 
1960 platform. 


Kennedy will hand it to Con- 


gress again next year, when it 
probably will get more attention 
since 1964 is an election year 
and there are about 17.5 million 
people over 65. That's a lot of 
votes. 


The program's biggest ene- 


mies remain the same as be- 
fore: The American Medical As- 
sociation and a bunch of Demo- 
crats and Republicans. No one 
party can be blamed for the pro- 
gram's massacre up to this 
point. Both are responsible. 


McCormack talked heatedly 


about the Republican opposition.
